That, after mature consideration, thiS Board Jeems it 
wise to amend the ourrioculum of the College by transferring the 
subject of "Physics" from the first year to the third year, 


That the Secretary notify the University of this changes, 
and that as a consequence the Freshmen of the College, SeSsion 
1915-16, will not be in attenlance at the Un he subject 
of Physics. 


That we express to the University our appreciation of 
the opportunity which our students have had of profiting by the 
complete equipment of the Denartment of Physics for teaching General 
Physics, anil of the courtesy of Prof. Welellan, head of the 
Denartment, ani of the members of his staff, luring the years tha 
our Freshmen have been atisniing their classes. 
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That in view of the proposed enlargement of our building, 


it is hoped that we may be able to resume the teaching of Physics, 
Session 1916-17, to our third year class, in our own Lecture Room 
and Laboratories’, having eSpecially in view the presentation of the 
Subject, both from the rostrum ani in the laboratory, in its 
practioal application to the every jay work of the Dentist.
